seemed better to coiumlt suicide than t,o 
fall Into the hands of such brutes. I pall- 
ed my rllle towards uio nud was looking 
for a cartridge wlien the beasts came up 
and proildi-d mo on all sides with their 
bayonets. I Was stabbed once on the (irm, 
live tiini-s iii the head, three times each 
in the chest, the abdomen and the back, 
and lost consciousness. What happened 
afterwards I don't know. .\ner a while I 
ii-galned consciousness. AVIien I oiieneil 
luy eyes and looked around 1 was bathril 
in the blood escaping from my many 
Mounds. Due of the enemy, who hud 
lagged lii-hliid, si-elng me move, ran up anil 
taking his bayonet In both iiands, tried to 
iiiii me tlinuigh. 

" '.\ot by your sword, you llusslnii 
brute,' I cried. I caught hold of his 
"veaiion and struggled with all my mlglit, 
but could not wrest It from hlra. Wltli 
my face streaming wdth blood, I must 
have presented'. a .terrible ■ appearance. 
Taking fright, bo tried to- loosen niy grip. 
As I would not let go, he took up a stone 
mid struck lue niereiiessly on the head and 
In the face. My strength giving way, he 
snatched tiie bayonet from me and ran 
off. After that I managed to get my water 
bottle, The water somewhat Invlgoratod 
me;' but ■ l could not get up. I thought 
death was better than such ngony as I en- 
dured. r..o«(llng my rllle, I put Hie uuizzle 
to my mouth and pulled the trigger with 
my toes, but the shol: did not go off, pruli- 
ubly because the barrel was choked with 
mud. As I was trying to clean .It, Cor- 
poral igl came up and by timely attention 
saved my life." 

The above talc of brutality explains an 
otlierwlH..- Incredible story, told by the 
lieutenant of the Sth company of the .sili 
regiineni: belonging to the 4th dlylsloii. 
When, after a ti-rrilile engagement, In 
w-liieli the company lost over 7t) men In 
killed and wounded, they got into the en- 
emy's trenches, they found a Russian lieu- 
tenant-colonel wounded In the bond nud 
unconscious. He was carried to the Held 
hospital nt once. When he came- to and 
fouiiii himself In Jaiinuese hands, he begged 
most pitifully that his life be siiared. If 
.-eiit to .lapiiu, he said, he would be happy 
ie <lo the must mental work for his eap- 
tiirers.

Stirring. Speecli Delivered by Famous 
General to Great Aadience. 

AVhen the Earl of Dundoniild rose to 
receive the address the cheering was 
universal all over the hall. Handker- 
chiefs waved and one little Englisli- 
iiiaii waved one in either hand ns he 
stood up on the seat to make iiimself 
the better se^n. When the cheering 
subsided Lord Dumlonald said: 

"1 thank you, ladies nnd gentlemen, 
for tUf kindness of yom- welcome. 
Words ill, not eonie readily to me to 
expri'vs to yoii \\liat 1 feid. You have 
mentioned, sir," turning to Major Ifob- 
ertsoii, "tliul 1 have done well in South 
.\fi-ii-a. (\"oicc. "Von did." ami cdiecrs.) 
1 may tell yon, ladies and gcnl l.uneii, 
I hill generals get far too much credit. 
If It w-ere not for the men under tliem 
—if it were not for gallant men like the 
i^trathconn Horst — we would get nion-, 
strolls little credit." (Cheers and laugh- 
ter). 

I do not consider tlint it is neces- 
sary lo trouble yiui with many w-ords 
with regard to the pariicular "incident 
which led up to my suinuiMry dismis- 
sal from the command of the militia.

are now in force in Canada. 

"But the publication of this report 
would liave shown the peoide of Can- 
ada that in addition lo the reiaiin- 
meiidaticois which have bei.ii carried 
loit, other matters which urgently call 
fur nctioii shuiiM long ago ere tlli^ 
have n.feived attention from the gov 
ei-|iiiieat. l-'or instaiici., in KiO-I 1 urged 
as mv predecessors had previously 
done, that it was highly undesirable 
that the %vhole supply of ammunition and 
warlike material should bo derived from 
any one place and recommended tlint an 
ammunition factory should al.so be estab- 
lished In the iirovlnce of Ontario, so as not 
to have all our eggs in one basket, AS IN 
THE EVENT OP QUEBEC BEING CUT 
OFF BX AN BNBMI THE BEST OF 
CANADA WOnLD BE HELPLESS. 

"There Is not a nation In the world 
that maintains a lighting force that doet 
not also umlntalu a considerable store ol 
ammuiiUioii ready for use In ease of war, 
'i'li(. public would have seen by my report 
for 11)U2 that I urged the provision of such 
a store. The amount of ammunition In 
Canada Is as nusatlafactory now as It w; 
In lOOi;. 

"As regards rlQes, wo are Just as badly 
olT now as then. There are not enough In 
the country to arm even the present peai 
strength of the mllltia, while ther(. ar 
ninie for the war strength ot the mllltia 
or for the second line of derem-e. m' foi 
the ride clubs, and. Indeed, many of tin 
rllles we now have require replacing hy 
new ones. I have only to meiitliiii that 
there la prnctleally no engineering ciiiilp 
ment. no aminiiidtlon carts, no pack sad- 
dles for carrying auimuultlim — oh, I forgot 
there arc eleven — no water carts, practical 
ly no iiiachlae giois, and most other es 
sentlals are equally lacking iu order tc 
show you bow Inadequate and unsatisfac- 
tory is the cqulpmeut'.of th^ mtUtla. 

"As regards the training of the mllltia, 
the general imhllc Is aware that a great 
change has taken iilace Iu the metlioil 
war, and that It Is Imjiosslhle now to trnlii 
troops proiierly on lestrlcted areas of land 
1 urged upon the minister In 1902 that 
cv(.n if It was impossible on' account of 
the cost to give all the troops In the Do- 
iiiliiloii the advantages of trntning on a 
large area ot t.-iiid, no delay should talce 
jdace In the jirovlslon of a central training 
ground where, at any rate, the higher 
leaders of the mlHtta could learn their 
work. Nothing jbas' been done' In this re- 
siiect, although there ore ninny sites which 
could he acquired for a comparatively 
trilling amount.

The council oi: tlio board of trade 
iix-'t yesterdiiy umriiiiii; and took up tlio 
Jiiatter ot the pi-oposcil umalsrauiatiou 
oC the Mainland and Vancouver island 
boards of firo underwi-itiTs. Tlio com- 
mittee appointed on Tucsilny lust re- 
ported ijro.irress, niiiMcly. thai toU'^'nmis 
liail lii'cn siMit to'eiii-h ol' the iiisunnici' 
companies with liLM(i(HUii-t»'rs in Canada 
ui- tho Unitoil Slates, and that cables 
Jiad boon sent to tlic cnnii)aiiics with 
hiMd (ilhci's ill (ircal I'.ritaiii. Aiiuiii;; 
.several replies received was one I'roiu 
San Francisco, sigued by tlie fellowinf,' 
companies: The Hartford, the Commer- 
cial Union, the North American, the 
Phoenix, of Hartford, tlie Connecticut 
and the Aetna. The reply, by telegram, 
was as follows : 

"Evidently your council has not been 
properly inl'ormcil as to tlie matter of 
the amaltraniiitioii. It would in no way 
sulioi-dinate Victoria; on the contrary, it 
■will f;ive her a voice in matters ol' the 
■Avliole iii-ovinee. We support iiiiialu-ama- 
iioii bocanse we believe it for tlie best 
iiilei-csts of all concerneil.'' 

Tin? I'ldlowinu' re]ily to this from the 
li'janl of traile was ai>ivroved and for- 
warded : 

"111 reply lu your tele^jraiu this board 
believes Itself to be properly advised on 
the matter of tlie proposed amalgama- 
tion. U asks for no voice in matters of 
the whole province, but still insists that 
'tlie Vancouver island board .shall re- 
main as at present. Further, ilie cum- 
.pauies' local agents, almost without ex- 
ception, are opposed to tl;e anialgamu- 
.tion." 

During the discussi(]ii yesterday some 
iintercstiug facts were broufe'lit out us to 
tlie manner in which some of the local 
agents were coerced into supporting the 
ri'solntion in favor of the timulgamation. 
Jt was clear that tlie resolution could 
not have been passed if pressure bad 
not 'been broiiglil to liear. 

The council unaniinously resolved to 
have this matter settled, and will not 
sapport any company that insists on tho 
.•iiji.il^'amatioii. 

]1. Stadtlia;;en wrote directing tho at- 
t. 'HI ion .if tlie council to the short stay 
laade ai Vietoria bv tlie Alaska excur- 
sion steamers. The lioard Of trade bas 
jepealeilly had tliis mailer under cou- 
iideratiou in previous summers, and al- 
though it is a matter beyond the con- 
trol of the l)oard, further reiiresenta- 
tioiis will be made to steamship com- 
punie.s' local a;;enls. It is realized that 
the city loses a considerable aiiiotiiit 
ot trade in this way, and .Mr. Htad- 
.thagcii was thaiiUed for his comniuni- 
. cation. 

The (incslioii of holding monllily iiieet- 
iiigs under the new bylaw was cousid- 
<Ted, attt'iition being directed to tlie 
fact that they may be held at S |i.m. 
All present were heartily in favor of 
legnlar monthly nii'eliiigs. considering 
that these have been, and will continuu 
to be, most effective in increasing the 
lusefulness of tho board. But it was 
pointed , out that in the month of Au- 
_gust many of the members are out 
<'iiinping and unless something of nioi-e 
than ordinary interest presenis itsidf, it 
is probable that no meeting will be held 
tliat mouth. 

Ill connection with the i:;'itation 
agiiiiisl the amalgamation of the boai-ds 
of tin- uiiderwril eis. it may be staled 
that the Projierly Owners" .\ ssoeiat ion 
is talcing a very decided stand, and. 
like tlie board of trade, will supjiort 
only those comiianies oi>posed to the 
jiuialgiumitioii.

Enquiry at the offlce of the depart- 
ment Of marine and fisheries shows 
from the offlcials' standpoint, that there 
is little or nothing in ' the stpry' -wWch 
was published in the Sound paitfrs, re- 
lating to au alleged row liotwci^n .the 
captain nud tlie crow of the'' 'Dominion 
government steamer Quadra., 

,V representative of tho Colonist who 
eall'.'d there yesterday afternoon was 
infornieil that so far as the olllce knew 
there had lieeii no trouble of the sort. 
It was true that four or live men had 
left the ship, but that was not as the 
resiill of any (inarrel, but to better 
their position by securing other posi- 
tions. Captain Ilackett had got along 
amicably with his men, and by them 
was spoken, of in n friendly, tone. T'he 
Colonist was then favored with a peru- 
sal of the bill of, fare on the Quadra, 
the tbrco meals for each day being 
shown in detail. 

This was to moot tho insinuation that 
the men were not properly fed. The 
bill of fare i.s certainly elaborate enough 
to satisfy almost any reasonable man, 
and is eiiiial to anything served to sce- 
ond-(dilss iiassengers on most of tiie 
I ransal lant ie lines. ('oft'ee, tea and 
ehoi'iilat I' ,-ii-i' I 111' beverages served to 
the nii'ii; there is an aluinilanie of meal 
and \-i'i;i'! allies provided for. and the 
iiMicials say thai everylhing is of the 
brsi iinalil.w in faet. the foree.'ist le lias 
the sami.' ipialily e.\aetly. as the oHi- 
eers' mess, there beiie^- only one pur- 
chase of these sn|iidies, not one for ilie 
ollleers and aiioiher of different (lUulity 
I for t lie men. 

As to Uie iiiiantily the ofllcinls say 
that an ample supply is served to cacli 
, man at every meal. There was, of 
lourse. some differonoe of opinion in 
reganls to the cost Of food .some time 
ami. owing fo the I'Jasteru olHeials not 
j making due allowance for the peculiar 
I eoiiilii ions cN'sting on this coast, aud 
I I lie higher cost of supplies. This was, 
I lio\M'\ er. adjusted, and there has not 
since I hen been any further trouble on 
that score. 

The bill of fare for Ilie oMicers' mess 
on the IJnaiIra is eipial to what might 
lie e.xpeeled at any lirst-class' liolel. .\s 
for the cookinu' of the food tlu' (Jiiadra 
carries an iuviierl cook who Ims evtn-y 
facility in the galley for the proper 
preparation of food. So far as the 
commissariat department obivard the 
Quadra is concerned, the offlcials of 
the department of marine and fisheries 
have no hesitation in saying that there 
is no fault to be found. 
I THE SEAMEN'S VEHSIOX. 

Quite n different story is that told by 
I ^Ir. Edward Kelly, able seamen, one of 
iihe five men who left the tjnadra on 
.Inly .Sth nt noon. Mr. Kelly was seen 
by a Colonist reiiorter yesterday after- 
noon and asked for his version of the 
disimlo. n(. readily agreed to tell t le- 
st ory from the seamen's side. First 
he said that it was a shameful thing to 
mix np Caiitain llacl;ett's name with 
this Iriinlili'. That ollleer had alisoliilely 
notliing whatever to do with it. On 
the colli rary, bo did everything in his 
power to smooth tilings for all on board. 
He was very popular with all the men; 
not .one of them had anything but good 
words to say about Captain Hnckett. 
Tiiorefore. it was too bad that any 
Iiortiou of the blame for this (luarrid 
should have been laid to liis charge. 
When the men left the ship. .Mr. Kelly 
says, they fr.aiikly told the captain wli»*^ 
the trouhle \vas, and he expressi'd re- 
gnd. 

What the seaineii told tli" captain 
was that I bey found it lilleiiy impossi- 
ble to -et along with Second Ollleer 
l'o|ic. This gentleman is a Koyal Navy 
l!l'sl■r^•c man. and. .'H-conliiig to Seaman 
Kel!.\-. seems to think lhat the strict 
disci|iliiie of the navv shonld be ob- 
served aboard the Quadra. There has 
bei'iv almost coniiniial biekerini.' and 
Mnarreling over this differcnee of view. 
Some of the men had turned on GftlLcr 
Tope when ordered by him, and lie had 
had them up before tho commander. 

Then there was another cause of dis- 
atisfaction and an even more serious 
one. The men had two mouths' jiay 
coming to them and could not get it. 
The pay was always given very irreg- 
ularly aboard the Quadra. It was snp- 
pose(l to be given out shortly after tli<( 
1st of each month, but it was no nn- 
conimon oeciirreiiee for it to be delayed 
into the month fidlowing. On one occa- 
sion the tjnailra came olT a thirty 
(lays' trip and on reacliiiig iiori was 
ordered out again the next day, the pay 
line to the men not being given to them. 
This caused much dissatisfaction among 
the crew. 

Asked to the work aboard the Quadra 
Mr. Kelly says that it is niinsually liai-'l 
and conslaiil. It is far from being the 
"soft siia]i" lhal m.-niy \'iciorians iin- 
ML'ain. .\s for the food, Seamen Kelly 
coiideniin'il it out anil out. saying that 
iiol only is tin' i|iia!ily jioor, lint the 
men are acln.-illy put on what is prac- 
lically slmrl i-alioiis when the sleanier 
i;ocs on one of her long trills, It seeins 
to be the regiibir thing on those occa- 
sions to forget to stock the larder with 
snIDcient food to keep the crow going 
until the steamer returns to port. 

.Seaman Kelly referred to the trouble 
which took place some time ago aboard 
ili(> Quadra, -when something like n 
public scandal arose over tho alleged 
poor feeding of 'the crew. Some attempt 
was made to rectify that 'rflate' of 
things, but the feeding on the Quadra 
was never up to much at any time 
when K(dly and his mates who quitleil 
the vessid were serving aboard her.

GLASGOW GETS OONTB.ICT. 

■Robert Dollar Wants Ship For Oriental 
Trade. 

Robert DoU.-ir, the well-known San 
Francisco shipping man, roiKdied Sealile 
yesterday on bis return f-om Scotland, 
says the I'osl-Intelligencer, wliore in 
I lie port of ( llasgow ho awarded the con- 
tract for a T.OIIO-ton stool steamship. 
Tho vessel will be buil'. for lumber 
carrying between I'uget sound ports and 
the Orient. She will have a Ininlier ca- 
pacity of abiiut li.TOO.OliO foot. 

Mr. Itollar is the principal owner and 
manager of the Dollar steamship Fines, 
which operate ten ocean-gonig craft. lie 
is also au owner in many sailing vessels, 
t bough he has nothing to do with their 
management.. 

The new vessel, which llio contract 
siiiinlales shall be comideted within nine 
monlhs, is to be ;!T0 feet long, .50 feet 
beam and feel depth of h(dd. A. Rod- 
ger A: Co.. one of tlie oldest Shipbuilding 
concerns of Seotlaml, have the contract 
for her const rnctiou. 

Mr. Dollar was asked 'why he had 
gone across ihe .\tlantic to bllild a TCS- 
sel. lie answered: 

•"Because one cannot run an American 
ship in foreign trade. It costs too much 
to build them aud too much to run 
them. 

"The ship I-'nm building in the port 
of (ilasgow would cost double the 
I ainouiil here; nor could she be operated 
I as ('hea]ily. We will Iintc to operate 
j her under the liritisli Hag. There is no 
j iiuestion about it. they build ves^^els 
'over there for much less inone.v than 
we do. .N'or is there so miieh expense 
involved in their oporntion. Take the 
vessel 1 am building, for instance. It 
would, under the American flag, require 
five more men in tho engine room."
